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75 managers face layoffs at GC Steel 


The new year could bring hard times 
to as many as 75 Granite City Steel 
managers apparently slated for layofts. 

The managers are scheduled to be 
dismissed Jan. 1 and will receive no 
severance pay or. company medical 
insurance, unlike previous management 
cuts that provided generous severance 
and insurance packages, sources close 
to the company said. 

The layoffs are part of a plan by the 
company’s owner, National Steel Corp., 
to lay off 400 managers at Granite City 
and its two other plants in Michigan and 


Indiana. 

The layoffs are expected to have the 
greatest impact in the Granite City 
area, but economic shock waves also 
are likely to be felt throughout Metro 
East. 

Sources said most of the managers to 
be laid off next month earn more than 
$60,000 a year and are in their 50s. They 
will not be eligible for pension benefits 
until they turn 65. 

National Steel officials said they do 
not know how many managers will be 
laid off at Granite City or the other 


plants. 

“We-really won't know for another 
three weeks or so and, in fact, probably 
won't be able to say with any certainty 
until it actually happens,” National 
Steel spokesman Bob Toothmfan said. 

He confirmed that severance packag- 
es to be offered to laid-off managers 
will not be as generous as in previous 
cuts. However, he said a decision has 
not been made on whether to eliminate 
severance pay or health insurance from 
those packages.

Proponents, such as 7th Ward 
Alderman Sandy Crites, who 
called for the amendment, cited 
Jong council meetings and often 
repetitive speeches on the coun- 
ait floor. Crites also said one 
alderman can currently monopo- 
lize the’ floor and prohibit other 





Opponents, such as 4th Ward 
Alderman Dan Partney, called 
the proposal a “gag order” that 
will have the effect of limiting 
information about any given sub 
ject before the aldermen vote 

And Selph, who generally 
favors the idea of debate limita- 
tion, said that the proposal is too 
rigid and would not promote 
smooth discussion at times when 
it is necessary 

The current decorum ordi 
nance limits aldermen to two 
opportunities to speak on a given 
subject and limits debate to a 


| total of 30 minutes on any topic. 


But it does not set any time lim- 
itation on individual speeches 

The proposed amendment lim- 
its aldermen to two opportunities 
of two minutes each on any. mat- 
ter. The only way to override the 
procedure would be a two-thirds 
vote of the aldermen to suspend 
the rule. 
«The amendment initially con- 
tained a provision giving the 
mayor the discretion to extend 
an aldermen’s opportunity if 
warranted. But that provision 
was deleted by an amendment 
initiated by Crites.

Many of those 
managers, who were also in their 50s 
and several years short of pension eligi 
bility, agreed to retire. 

Granite City Steel employs 2,300 
unionized workers, who are protected 
from layoffs by contract.

April 30, 1995, a $31,000 increase has been appropriated to the 
liability fund, making the total appropriation for the fund $237,500 

That much of an imcrease would put the city over the 1.05 
percent increase limit and require a truth-in-taxation hearing. 

However, the finance committee agreed to meet with Nighohos 
sian next week to get the levy under the increase limit. 

“There will be no truth in-taxation-hearing,”’ Nighohossian said.

Region will fight to save bases

Scott Air Force Base in Belleville and the 
Charles Melvin Price U.S. Army Support 
Center in Granite City would seem to have 
all the right cards to play-when it comes to 
military base closures and realignment. 

Nonetheless, officials throughout the St 
Louis metropolitan region are not relying on 
a pat hand. They are combining resources 
and planning strategy for the upcoming 
round of military cuts, which are a result of 
federal legislation passed in 1988. 

US. Rep. Jerry Costello said Wednesday 
the 1995 Base Realignment and Closure 
Commission round scheduled to begin in 
earnest Jan. 1 — the fourth and last of 
federally sanctioned base closing process — 
is expected to be the most comprehensive 
round. 

While some bases — including Scott — 
were exempt from-scrutiny in rovwnds one, 
two and three in 1988, 1991 and 1993, 
respectively, Costello said that is no longer 
the case in the final round. 

“There is no list at this date. The 
Department of Defense is evaluating all 
military installations. No base is exempt 
from closure or reiignment,” Costello said.

Job prospects brightening 
for new college graduates 


College seniors entering the 
job market next year will have 
the best chance in years at 
landing a job in their chosen 
fields. 


A survey released Dec. 5 by 
the Collegiate Employment 
Research Institute at Michigan 
State University projects that 
hiring will increase by 5.9 
percent over this year. 

Area college placement 
officials said job prospects in 
Illinois and in the region are the 
brightest in a long time. 

“You were looking at 10 to 15 
percent of ‘procuans going mto 
jobs related to their majors,” 
said James Scales, director of 
University Career Services at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Carbondale. ‘‘Now it’s 30 to 40 
percent.” 

Scales said the improved 
figure reflects a good job 
market. About 30 percent to 40 
percent of graduating seniors opt 
for seeking advanced degrees 
instead of testing the job 
market. 

“New graduates should get 
better replies from employers 
than they have been receiving 
for the last three or four years,” 
said Patrick Scheetz, the , 
director of the Michigan State 
research institute. The increase 
represents a ‘‘modest recovery 
from a very severe erosion of 
the job market,’’ he said. 

The new graduates will be 
getting bigger paychecks, too,

Following the hearing, 
board dismissed Ballew 
probationary police officer. 

A petition for administrative 
review was filed in circuit court, 
and on June 19, 1992, the circuit 
court affirmed the board’s deci- 
sion. 

Ballew: contended on appeal 
that the board’s decision was 
against the ‘‘manifest weight” of 
evidence. She also claimed that 
the board made mistakes in sev- 
eral evidentiary rulings concern- 
ing the admissibility of evidence 
resulting in substantial injustice 
to her. 

The Appellate Court of the 
Fifth District, in its ruling, said 
it “cannot agree that the deci- 
sion of the board is contrary to 
the manifest weight of evi- 
dence.”” 

The court said the thrust of 
Ballew’s argument was that she 
was misled by the city regarding 
the physical fitness requirements 
of-the academy. 

“The undisputed evidence 
from both the city and Ballew is 
that she was never told by any- 
one at the city what physical 
requirements had to be met 
While the city did not go out of 
its way to inform Ballew about 
the academy requirements, it 
did not mislead her,’’ wrote the 
appellate court. 

The court also wrote that it is 
undisputed that she failed :to suc- 
cessfully complete the test of the 
academy. ‘‘There is no claim 
that the test was not fairly 
administered.”” 

The court said the city was 
required to send Ballew to the 
academy, but.not required to 
take the test for her. The federal 
court order required the city to 
send her to the first available 
class, and it did. 

“She either had the ability to 
pass the test or she did not. We 
cannot say that the board’s deci- 
sion is contrary to the manifest 
weight of the evidence,’ the

Ryan will decide future of local facilities 


Madison County residents 
bilked out of thousands of dollars 
have found a friend in a state 
agency. . 

This. month marks the 10th 
anniversary of the Illinois Attor- 
ney General’s Regional office in 
Granite City. In the past decade, 
more than $900,000 in money lost 
to scam artists had found its 
way back to victims’ pockets 
with the office’s help. 

But the future of the 10-year- 
old local office is currently in 


limbo. 

“I'd like to think’ we’ve made. 
a difference in people’s lives,” 
Assistant Attorney General Den- 
nis Orsey said. 

Orsey has directed the office 
Since it opened in 1984. 

“We've had a lot of diversity 
in this time period and we’ve 
made a lot of accomplishments.” 

The office is one of 18 regional 
offices throughout the state and 


- is responsible for an eight-county 


area of more than 450,000. resi- 
dents. Its primary function is to 
curb consumer fraud. 

In the past decade, the office 
has been responsible for opening 
nearly 36,000 cases through con- 
sumer complaints resulting in 
restitution of at least. $917,000 
directly to fraud victims. 

Judgments entered in court 
total more than $2.3 million, and 
more than $1.6 million in fines 
were collected for the state. Illi- 
nois also saved an_ estimated 
$600,000 by Orsey’s office negoti- 
ating settlements instead of 








going to trial. 

“We've had one of the busiest 
offices in the state,” Orsey said. 

“We've handled as many as 
5,000 complaints in a single year 
and our average is about 4,000. 
Our purpose is to help people 
and I think. we do a good job of 
it. We have binders full of thank 
you notes from. people we've 
managed to help.’”’ 

The fate of the regional offices 
is in the hands of recently-elect- 
ed Attorney General Jim Ryan, 
who takes office in January. A 
spokeswoman for Ryan said a 
decision has not been made on 
the future of the offices 

Orsey said a transition team 
will restructure the agency when 
Ryan takes over but that he is 
not aware of plans for his office 
or himself. 

“T know we’d enjoy the oppor- 
tunity to keep doing what we do. 
There are a number of options a 
new administration can take, so 
we're waiting to hear."’ 

The regional offices offer a 
convenience to the public that 
would be greatly missed, Orsey 
sai 








‘hese offices demonstrate a 
quick response,’’ he said. 

“Prior to their openings, the 
public would mail complaints to 
Springfield and then each case 
would be assigned. The idea of 
local offices, staffed with local 
people has been a real success 
in my mind,” Orsey said 

Residents often make com- 
plaints in person and provide 


documentation to spéed the pro- 
cess. 

“We have people walking in 
every day,” he said. 

“They like to bring in docu- 
ments to discuss the case and 
it’s helpful. The quicker we can 
nip the problem in the bud, the 
fewer victims we have. We can 
be a valuable source to the com- 
munity by getting the message 
out,” Orsey said. 

In the past decade, Orsey’s 
office has put the hammer down 
on fraudulent contractors, fund- 
raising firms and faulty adver- 
tisers. . 

“We have been able to receive 
full restitution for victims of 
asphalt scams, consumer fraud 
and mail order rip-offs. We do a 
lot of collection work. This office 
has had an impact on a lot of 
people. 

“We feel good when we can 
return $100 to a senior citizen 
who was victimized in a mail 
order scam. That may not seem 
like a lot of money, but to some- 
one on a fixed income it is. We 
take pride in helping people.” 

About a dozen families that 
had waited for years for wed 
ding photographs that, never 
came, businesses that had paid 
for advertisements that were 
never distributed, and elderly 
individuals who were bilked in a 
home improvement ‘fraud 
scheme are among those recent- 
ly assisted by the regional office 
in Granite City

Keep state office open here 


The possibility that the Granite City Regional Office.of the 
_ Iilinois Attorney General might close should be opposed by 
Metro East leaders and residents. S 

It should be kept open because it has helped thousands of 
people in meaningful ways. It should be kept open because 
millions of dollars have been secured in justified causes — a 
pattern and volume offsetting the cost of the legal services by 
a wide margin. : 

And it should be kept open because good government is 
good politics. : 

The Granite City office provides convenient local state 
access for residents of Madison, Bond, Macoupin, Calhoun, 
Jersey, Greene, Montgomery and Fayette counties. 

The office here was established by then-Attorney General 
Neil Hartigan, a Democrat, in 1984. The network of 18 
regional offices throughout the state provides a service that 
was, impossible to provide before it was established and 
would be impossible to provide if the network is discontinued. 

_ Local offices staffed by our neighbors who know the local 
issues and can cut to the chase: that is a refreshing service 
these days when governmental bureaucracy so often 
impedes any meaningful help. 

When current Attorney General Roland Burris — also a 
Democrat — took over the reins in 1991, he looked at the 
servicé and decided to keep it. 

Soon Attorney General-elect Jim Ryan must consider the 
same issue. 

Ryan, a Republican, has a number of options. He could 
maintain the system as it is. He-could keep the system but 
relocate offices.

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Port links area to world markets 


Although it is sometimes taken 

for granted, Madison County’s 

ississippi River 
in the heart of the nation is a 
big plus. 

One of the county’s major 
assets is the Tri-City Regional 
Port District, whose harbor is 
situated near the southern end of 
the eight-mile Chain of Rocks 
Canal. The canal serves as the | 
river’s recreational and 
commercial traffic artery here. 

During a Granite City 
organization's tour of the port in 
early November, officials 
stressed the port’s access to 
virtually all forms of 
transportation: 

Air access — 

Lambert Airport, seventh 
busiest in the nation, has 411 
departures daily, with non-stop 
service to 100 cities, including 
London and Paris. 

Lambert serves 20 million 
passengers and handles 100 
million pounds of air freight 
annually. 


Among general-aviation 
facilities are Civic Memorial 
Airport in Bethalto and Bi-State 
Parks Airport in Cahokia. 

Truck access — 

This regiqn is the eighth 
largest trucking center, as 
measured by trucking-industry 
employment, and has six 
Interstate highways. 

There is évernight shipping to 
15 states and four-day service to 
any point in the continental 
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United States. 

Of the 350 local, intrastate and 
interstate common and 
specialized carriers operating 
here, 150 carriers of general 
commodities provide 
single-carrier service 
coast-to-coast as well as to small 
communities and to plant sites. 

Special services include heavy 
hauling, basic and fabricated 
steel, and liquid bulk, 
packages, documents, 
automobiles, household goods, 
grain and livestock. 

Rail access — 

Metropolitan St. Louis and 
southwestern Illinois contain the 
second largest U.S. railroad 
center. Fifty yards handle 10,000 
rail cars a day. 

Thirteen trunk-line railroads 
operate 28 lines radiating to all 
parts of North America. 

There are 40 direct 
connections between the trunk 
lines, and many other 
connections are provided by 
three switching and transfer 

railroads. 

Operation of run-through 
trains, preblocking, and yard 


improvements have shortened 
transit times through the St.

Because of the wide 
variety of services, including 
doubie-stack unit trains, all 
types of goods can be handled 
efficiently and inexpensively. 

“Waterways access — 

‘The Mississippi and Kaskaskia 
rivers connect with industrial 
centers in 15 states located along 
the Mississippi, Missouri, Ohio, 
Tllinois and Tennessee rivers and 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

As the most northerly ice-free 
port on the Mississippi River 
system, this area provides 
low-cost, 12-month downriver 
shipping and allows for 
mid-continent intermodal 
transportation for bulk and 
general cargo in bargeload 
quantities by 25 barge lines. 

, Computerized shipping modes, 
including Lash and Seabee, have 
put the Tr -City Port within 
ready access of international 
markets. 


In a 500-mile radius are 35 
percent of the U.S. population 
and 32 percent of the nation’s 
industries. 

Barge transit time is two days 
to Memphis, three days to 
Vicksburg or Kansas City, four 
days to Chicago or Cincinnati, 
five days to New Orleans and 
seven days to Pittsburgh. 


Shipments can be barged up 
the Illinois River to Chicago and 
then via the St. Lawrence. 
Seaway to the industrial centers 
of Canada and northern Europe. 

Cargo can be barged down-the 
Mississippi to New Orleans and, 
from there, to Asia, Europe, 
South America, Central America 
and Africa. 

In the words of a local port 
spokesman, “‘Since its earliest 
days of development, the 
southwestern Illinois area has 
developed in large part as a 
‘result of its outstanding 
transportation advantages. 

“Combined with easy access to 
both domestic and international 
markets, the multimodal 
transportation infrastructure 
afforded to area businesses 
makes movement of goods and 
materials fast, efficient and 
economical.”’ 

A key to the great value of 
waterway shipping is its cargo 
capacity 

A large truck can carry 26 
tons, 910 bushels or 7,865 gallons. 
A jumbo railroad hopper car can 
handle 100 tons, 3,500 bushels or 
30,240 gallons. But a single barge 
can carry 1,500 tons, 52,500 
bushels or 453,000 gallons. 

A 15-barge tow extends for 
only a quarter-mile. 

A unit train with the same 
capacity would be nearly three 
miles long. And an equivalent 
number of trucks, assuming 150 
feet between each truck, would 
extend for more than 34 miles.

It’s not just a sport to them 
anymore. It’s hard work, it’s a 
commitment, and it is becoming 
even more important.” - 

Bubblemasters Underwater 
Recovery Diving Team, or 
BURT, is beefing up its training 
to include rescue as well as . 
recovery diving. 

Fred Sarrach, safety and 
training, explained that training 
now stresses the quick response 
needed for underwater rescues. 

“Because of winter and 
hypothermia, we have to change 
our thought processes on the 
time it takes to get to the scene. 
Everyone always hopes there's 
going to be a rescue, but by: the 
time the police get there and 
then call us...there’s a big delay. 

“We're trying to market 
ourselves to automatically be 
thought of. The quicker we 
know, the quicker we’re there,” 
Sarrach said. 

Radio would also help quicken 
the response time. 

“Tye been trying to solicit 
money for a radio package. It 
would include mainly Madison 
County, where we’d hopefully be 
911 equipped. If a call came out 
from any city agency, our tone 
‘alert system would go on also,” 
Sarrach said. 

He explained that radio would 
save time. Instead of calling the 
volunteers and going to the 
BURT station, the volunteers 
could go directly to the scene. 

Sarrach said BURT needs to 
generate $5,000 to $8,000 to get 
the radio package ahd be part of 
the 911 emergency call out. He 
said he’s gotten a commitment 
for close to $1,500 from various 
banks and a business. 

Sarrach said BURT, a 
non-profit organization operating 
mostly on donations, also needs 
funding for equipment. 

“We don’t need fancy, 
high-tech stuff. We just need to 
be safe in the river,” he said. 

“It's taken us 8% years to get 
our building doné, so maybe we 
can get the money for the radio 
system too,’”’ Sarrach continued. 

Most of BURT’s funding comes 
from bingo games. With the 
Madison County Fireman’s 
Association, BURT holds a few 
bingos in Collinsville, Venice, 
Bethalto and East Alton every 
year. 

BURT was formed in 1970 as a 
spin-off of Bubblemasters Dive 
Club. The dive club is still going 
strong, and BURT has steadily 
grown since its birth. 

BURT currently has almost 40 
members, 31 of whom are 
certified divers, from Granite 
City, Collinsville, Alton, 
Mascoutah, Meadowbrook, St 
Louis and Belleville. 

The organization originally did 
work as far as western and 
southern Missouri, Springfield, 
and Lake Egypt near 
Carbondale. , 

“We'll go anywhere to help, 
but we mainly focus on Madison 
and St. Clair counties now,” said 
Sarrach. ‘ 

Sarrach said BURT is the only 
rescue and recovery diving team 
in the immediate area. BURT is 
ordinarily called upon by 
sheriff's departments, fire 
departments, and police 
departments to look for evidence 
that has been dumped in water. 

InSeptember, BURT was called 
by the Madison County Sheriff's 
Department to find an automobile 
at Holiday Shores. a 

BURT will also dive for 
individuals looking for lost tackle, 
and boats and motors that have 
sunk. The organization has also 
served different construction 
projects by diving for equipment 

that has been lost in the river.

“We don’t get paid by anybody. 
The only money we get comes 
from people who make donations, 
and we have had some generous 
donations,” said Sarrach. 

‘BURT is also called for more 
serious situations. During the 
Flood of 1993, it was called to find 
a body in the Chain of Rocks 
Canal. 


Sarrach said BURT is always 
open to new memberships. He said 
people usually take scuba up as a 
sport, and after a couple of 
vacation-type dives, find 
themselves wanting to do more. 


According to Sarrach, to be a 
BURT diver, one has to at least be 
a certified search recovery diver. 
However, there are also associate 
memberships on BURT including 
boat operators, equipment 
carriers and radio operators. 

‘Training is ongoing at BURT 
Two sessions of ground school and 
two sessions of water school are 
held each month. Each ground 
school session is about two or 
three hours long, and each water 
school session is eight to 10 hours. 

Sarrach said a lot of the ground 
school is held during the week, 
with water school on weekends 

“The majority of our training is 
in the river. In fact, the last three 
training operations have been 
behind the Casino Queen,’’ 
Sarrach said. 

Sarrach also said that he has 
informed local agencies that 
BURT is training for underwater 

rescues, and “‘they’ve responded 
very well.”” 

He said that many times the 
agencies take part in the training, 
“*so they know what we’re doing 
and how we can help each other.” 

Presently, BURT has one van 
and two boats. The divers allcarry 
their own equipment with them at 
all times. = are) 

Sarrach explained that while 
diving is somewhat of a sport, it’s 
not all fun and games. 

“Think of it as winter time, cold 
and frigid. You’re in a bunch of

mud, it’s black and you can’t see. 
It’s swift, especially in the river,” 
he said. 

Diving teams consist of a 
primary diver, safety diver and 
qualified line tender. Together, 
they comb the lake bottom in one 
of six patterns, said Sarrach. 


Line tenders communicate with 
the diver by tugs on a rope 
attached to the diver. Line tenders 
also make the decision to send the 
safety diver if he or she senses a 
probiem with the primary diver. 

“They are going backwards into 
a lot of situations. They feel with 























their feet and thighs. The diver is 
tethered to a line tender, and the 
diver is nothing more than the 
tender’s hand,” Sarrach said. 

With all of the hard, and 
sometimes scary, work, some 
may wonder why anyone would 
bother doing it. 


“Somebody has to do it. 
Everybody owes society 
something. I know they don’t do it 
for the benefits of BURT, which 
are nil,” Sarrach said. 

Sarrach said BURT is always 
looking for new members, but 
there is acatch.

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Revenue loss to top $1 million

County to feel effect of senior citizen property tax freeze 


SPRINGFIELD — The Illinois Department 
of Revenue is predicting area local govern- 
ments in Madison County will lose almost $1 
million in the first year of .a senior citizen 
property tax assessment freeze. 

A property tax burden of about $558,000 
also will be shifted from.elderly homeowners 
to others in the first year, according to the 
department: 

‘Late Thursday the Revenue Department 
began faxing to county assessors copies of 
an application form _and_information on the 
new law that took effect Tuesday. 

‘Under the new law the equalized assessed 
valuation of homeowners who are at least 65 
years old and whose annual household 
income does not exceed $35,000 is frozen at 
the 1998 level, plus the value of any improve- 
ments. 

The law included a deadline that expired 


Thursday to apply for the freeze for 1994 real 
estate taxes payable next year. However, the 
measure did not become law until Tuesday 
afternoon when the House followed the Sen- 
ate in overriding Gov. Jim Edgar’s veto. 

The Revenue Department has advised 
county assessors to consult with their state’s 
attorney and other county officials on wheth- 
er they should accept applications beyond 
Dec. i. Several assessors indicated they 
intend to extend the deadline, Department of 
Revenue spokesman Mike Klemens said. 

County officials also will be respons: le for 
verifying applicants’ age and income eligibil- 
ity and can require they bring in copies of 
tax documents, Klemens said. 

‘After the first year, the law specifies that 
applications must be filed annually by May 1 
to be eligible for the freeze, but some law- 
makers have indicated they may propose 





TERY deadlines next year in follow-up legisla- 
on. 

The Revenue Department also released 
projections of how the freeze could impact 
jocal governments in each county. 

Real estate tax bills of eligible elderly 
homeowners could still go up in the case of 
local governments not at their maximum tax 
rate or in the case of home-rule cities where 
there are no rate caps. 

In Madison County, the revenue depart- 
ment forecasts a loss of $886,494 to taxing 
districts next year while another $379,926 
would be shifted to different property own- 
ers 

Those figures would gradually increase 
and by 2002, the loss is projected at $8.3 
million with another $3.5 million being shift- 
ed to other property own ers, according to 
the department.

HUD OKs 
$3 million 






for work

More than $3 million has been 
awarded by the federal govern- 
ment to improve public facilities 
and housing in East St. Louis 

The block grant will be used 
as part of a campaign to rid 
urban blight from the communi- 
ty and replace it with better 
public facilities. 

“This HUD (Housing and 
Urban Development) commit- 
ment comes at a crucial time 
for East St. Louis as businesses 
and residents unite to overcome 
the hurdles facing the communi- 
ty,” said U.S. Sen. Paul Simon 
. The grant for $3,090,788 will be 
ised to improve public facilities, 
housing, economic development 
and infrastructure needs. 3 

Ingrid Anderson, spokeswoman 
for the city’s Community Devel- 
opment Block Grant office, said 
the funds will be split into a 
variety of programs. 

Close to $1 million is expected 
to be used to improve public 
facilities throughout the city and 
$800,000 will be~ used to clear 
land of urban decay 

“So many areas will be helped 
by this including social services, 
infrastructure, streets and bring- 
ing more business to the city,” 
Anderson said. 

‘The CDBG grant will be used 
by the city and not the East St. 
Louis Housing Authority which is 
in the midst of a massive pro- 
gram to improve the housing 
stock in East St. Louis. 

Presently, the Housing Author- 
ity is in the process of demolish- 
ing 668 housing units which -have 
become eyesores and breeding 
grounds for crime. 

Two high-rises at the Orr- 
Weathers Development have 
already been torn down, climi- 
nating 214 housing units. 

The demolition plans also call 
for 244 single family homes and 
210 row house units to be demol- 
ished throughout the city. 

HUD will allow East St. Louis 
to build 668 new housing units to 
replace the demolished _build- 
ings. The East St. Louis Housing 
Authority already has approval 
from HUD~to construct 95 row 
houses, 58 semi-detached homes 
and 15 single family homes at a 
cost of about $14 million. 

Since 1991, the’ local-Housing 
Authority has been working with 
HUD to. line up. funding to 
remove worthless buildings ‘and 
construct new homes. 

State officials have praised the 
Housing Authority for its work to 
rejuvenate the city through HUD 
programs and ate now praising 
city officials for their work with - 
HUD to-improve living condi 

tions for local residents.

Renovations make Grand Marais quite a course

Last year when golfers used 
the Grand Marais Golf Course in 
Centreville, they had a flat 
course with deteriorated greens, 
barren fairways and a clubhouse 
that was just a step above a 
shed. 

Today, golfers ‘have a rolling 
course, smooth greens, 
well-seeded fairways and a state 
of the art clubhouse. 

And Willie Williams, president 
of the course, said only half of 
the renovations are in place. 

“It’s already a totally different 
course and I think people who * 
haven't been out here for a while 
would be shocked to see hew 
much better things are,”’ 
Williams said. 

The present management team 
of the course took over operation 
of Grand Marais in January with 
a 25-year lease from the Illinois 
Department of Conservation. 
The course is located in Frank 
Holten State Park on the border 
of Centreville and East St. 
Louis. 

. Williams noted that the 
developers inherited a course 
that was many times 
unplayable. Whenever it rained 
just slightly, much of the course 
would i 

Once they had gained control © 


of the course, developers quickly 
began work on the drainage 
system so that any future 
improvements to the course 
wouldn’t be washed away in the 
rain 

Over the past year, greens 
were enlarged throughout the 
course, 11 lakes were added, and 
each fairway has been given’ 
definition by building hills out of 
the dirt removed to create the 
new lakes. 

Two holes were totally 

eliminated at the course, 
replaced by two brand new 
sholes. 
., “Throughout all of this we 
never had to shut down play 
because of the construction,” 
Williams said. 

Last month developers also 
opened a.new 9,600 square foot 
clubhouse which provides 
services not only for golfers but 
can be used for banquets, 
wedding receptions, business 
meeting and other special 


events. 

‘The clubhouse sits on the 
largest lake at the course and 
offers an excellent view of the 
St. Louis skyline. 

In addition to the physical 
improvements of the course, 
Williams said the new managers 
of the course have also created 
the Ted Savage Craig Crossley 
Youth Golf Program to introduce 
local, urban children to the 
world of golf. 

Youngsters are taught not only 
how to play golf but are involved 
in all aspects of running a golf 
course including how to manage 
the pro shop and work on 
landscaping -and-course 
maintenance. 

Although only about half of the 
improvements are in place, 
Williams said word-of-mouth is 
already attracting more people 
to discover the new course and 
clubhouse.

“We're not sure why they did it, but we think it was some form 

of initiation-type thing that got out of hand,”. Madison County 
Sheriff Bob Churchich said. 
“Vandals knocked: over 25 to 30 grave markers Saturday night at 
St. James Cemetery on Illinois Route 159 near Edwardsville and 
dug into the grave of Marie Zoelzer, who was buried in August. 
They used a Separate tombstone to break through the concrete 
vault and damage the casket. 

““we've had some destruction of tombstones but no one has ever 
attempted to dig up a coffin,”” Churchich said. ‘‘I don’t understand 
the reasoning behind this. They don’t realize that this is such a 
terrible waste — some of those were limestone markers and can 
never be replaced.”* 

Churchich declined to speculate on what type of group would 
have such an initiation. ~ ~ 

“This is about as sick as I’ve seen as far as cemetery vandal- 
ism,”’ Churchich said. 

A St. Ann, Mo., police officer who stays abreast of satanic cult 
activity said he doubts devil worship was behind the vandalism. 

“<¥t doesn’t sound too satanic to me. I can’t see them digging up 
a grave to get a cadaver. It’s too easy to get a cadaver from 
schools and hospitals,”. St. Ann Police Sgt. Jim Mantle said. “I try 
not to give the devil his due when he shouldn’t take credit for it.” 

Churchich said deputies have some leads in the case and his 
office is devoting special attention to the crime. z 

“] want to make-an apprehension and I would like to see some 
serious repercussions,’” Churchich said. ‘I want to make an exam- 
ple of these people. We've got to stop this somewhere. These 
people.don’t even honor the dead.” 

Churchich said. cemetery vandalism, such as knocking down 
headstones, is common and difficult to stop.

“We see where we'll have to 
pay for our rental properties to 
be inspected. We’d like to know 
if you plan to do anything about 
neighbors who won't clean up 
their property,” Douglas Farmer 
said. 


The code adoptéd Nov. 10 
requires an inspection when 
there is a change of occupancy 
in dwellings, businesses or other 
buildings. An occupancy permit 
is required before utilities can 
be turned on. The inspection fee 
is $25. 

If code violations are discov- 
ered, repairs must be made and 
the property reinspected before 
a permit will be issued 

‘We have a problem with the 
house next door to our property 
on Broadway,” Shirley Farmer 
said. ‘‘We’d like for you to look 
at these pictures and you'll see 
what we mean.’’ 

The Farmers showed Mayor 
Danny Wilcox and trustees more 
than a dozen photographs of a 
house in the 1400 block of Broad- 
way. The photos showed a car 
on blocks, scattered lawn furni- 
ture and toys, trash and other 
debris. 

‘We've called the police about 
it, but nothing was done,”’ Shir- 
ley Farmer said. ‘‘We had to cut 
the grass next door to one of our 
places before we could rent the 
house.””

When.a divorced parent has custody of the 
children, should this parent be allowed to move 
out of Illinois? This question is often faced by trial

Social Security needs your 
current mailing address to send 
you notices about your benefits 

One example is the annual 
Social Security Benefit 
Statement (Form SSA 1099). You 
need this form to determine .- 
whether you will pay federal 
income tax on benefits you 
receive in 1994. 

In January, Social Security 
will send you.a statement 
showing the total amount of 
benefits you received during 
1994. The statement will be 
accompanied by an IRS work 
sheet (Notice 703) that provides 
step-by-step directions on how to 
determine if any of your benefits 
are taxable. 

To report an address change, 
contact your local Social 


Security office or call 
1-800-772-1213. 

Q. When my ex-husband 
retires, can I receive a wife’s 
benefit on his Social Security, 
even if we're divorced? ; 

‘A. If you were married to your 
ex-husband for at least 10 years 
and you are currently 
unmarried, you are entitled to 
the same benefits as a.current 
wife. Wives of retirees drawing 
Social Security can draw 
benefits if.they are at least 62. 

In addition, there is a special 
provision for divorcees. Ex-wives 
sometimes draw benefits before 
their ex-husbands retire. If you 
and your ex-husband are at least 
62, you can receive benefits on 
his record even if he is not yet 
drawing his own Social Security 
benefits. There is one additional 

requirement for divorced, 
spouses: They must be divorced 
for at least two years. 

@. How do I file a claim with 
Medicare for reimbursement of 
medical expenses?

New workers’ ‘contract’ needed

The old social contract 
between employers and employ 
-ees — a secure job at a fair 
wage in exchange for satisfacto- 
ry attendance, performance and 
Joyalty to the firm — is dead, 
snuffed out by the new age of 
Blobal competition and techno 
logical advances. 

Tf there was any doubt, this 
year’s wave of downsizing, at a 
pace that will eliminate a record 
750,000 jobs, should put the final 
nails in the coffin of the old 
social contract. 

A new contract recognizing 
that a particular job no longer is 
an employee’s for life has yet to 
be written. 

But one is necessary if, Ameri- 
can businesses are to succeed in 
the years ahead, say Kenneth 
Chilton and. Murray Weiden- 
baum, of the Center for the 
Study’ of American Business at 
Washington University 

In a booklet titled ““A New 
Social Contract for the American 
Workplace: From Paternalism 
to Partnering,” they outline such

a contract, a necessary step 
toward restoring trust and credi- 
bility to the workplace, they say.- 

‘The new social contract will be 
like the old in one respect: It 
will be implied. Unwritten. More 
akin to a binding handshake 
agreement-than a-legal docu- 
ment. 

Chilton and Weidenbaum, dep- 
uty director and director of the 
center,. respectively, document 
the demise of the old job-for-life 
contract . 

Global competition highlighted 

--failings of the U.S. system — 
“In too many American work- 
places, the old social contract 
called for blue collar and cleri- 
cal workers to check their brains 
at the door and simply follow 
orders,” they wrote — while 
technological advances, particu- 
larly computers, eliminated. the 
need for armies of supervisors 
and middle managers. 

Downsizing, the term corpora- 
tions apply to permanent reduc- 
tions in employment, is a fixture 
of the workplace. And future 
downsizing waves are likely. The 
result, revealed by surveys:

A new social contract must 
embody this new reality, Chilton 
and Weidenbaum wrote. 


“Employers and employees 
must come to understand that 
the highly competitive environ- 
ment in which they find them- 
selves binds them together,”’ 
they wrote. 

Thus, employees must accept 
the fact that no job is guaran- 
teed, that downsizing is a possi- 
bility. And employers must 
acknowledge that human capital, 
the skills and abilities of their 
workers, is a resource to be 
mined, to be developed through 
training. 

To build the trust necessary 
for the new social contract to 
work, employers also must be 
open’ and candid, announcing 
both good news and bad, seeking 
employee input into workplace 
decisions and letting employees 
supervise themselves, Chilton 
and Weidenbaum say;

Former drug user believes: 
‘There’s always hope’

After receiving the gift of life 
in the form of a liver transplant, 
Randy Rhoades needs help to 
give something back. 

In Rhoades’ honor, Son-Life 
Church, 1203 Vandalia, in Col- 
linsville will sponsor an Ameri- 
can Red Cross blood drive from 
9 am. to 1 p.m. Saturday, Dec 
17. Rhoades is a member of the 
church’s pastoral team and his 
wife, Donna, heads up_ its 
school’s Fine Arts Ministry Edu- 
cation program. 

“J wouldn’t be alive today if 
somebody hadn't donated blood,” 
Rhoades said. ‘Medical science 
ean give you all of. this great 
medication but somebody has to 
give ~you the blood. People don’t 
see it as a big deal, but it is.” 

Arranging blood drives and 
other community events, like the 
National Day of Prayer obser- 
vance, are part of Rhoades’ 
work. 

Blood transfusions saved 
Rhoades’ life in April when he 
began to hemorrhage internally 
after his liver shut down. 

Rhoades had learned in the 
late 1980s that he had liver prob- 
lems caused by the hepatitis _B 
virus. ~ 

Rhoades contracted the dis- 
ease in 1970, the same year he 
stopped using intravenous drugs 
Years of drug abuse ended for 
Rhoades in a California jail cell 

after his arrest on drug charges. 

“J kept thinking of what a 
waste of a human being I was 
and how if I died that day, the 
world would have been better 
off,” Rhoades recalled. 


All that changed when 





Rhoades ‘‘found God’’ and 
turned his life around 
Before coming to Collinsville 





in July 1992, Rhoades and his 
wife had been pastors of their 
own church near Los Angeles for 
313 years. The Rhoades have 
een married for 21 years and 
have a daughter, Jamie, 19. 

The Rhoades met Dennis and 
Patty Amsden, Son-Life pastors, 
several years ago and became 
almost instant friends, Rhoades 
recalled. 

They came here 
Son-Life. 

Rhoades said he thought his 
medical problems had ended 
more than 20 years ago but they 
cropped up again about five 
years ago. 

He said he had been turned 
down twice for life insurance 
and found that his liver prob- 
lems were the reason 

Doctors were unable to do a 
biopsy on the liver because of 
the risk of internal bleeding, 
Rhoades said, so he had to ‘wait 
out” the problem 

“Despite his deteriorating condi- 
tion, Rhoades said initially he 
wasn't going to have the trans- 
plant 

“J just didn’t know if it would 
be worth it all, I was in such 
bad shape,’’. Rhoades said. 
“Some people go down hill. I 
went over the cliff.’” 

After a great deal of soul- 
searching, Rhoades nad the 
transplant Oct. 2 

“I told God that if he believed 
enough in me that I could do 
what he had planned for me, I'd 
be glad for that,” Rhoades said 

Rhoades ended up with a lot to 
be glad for

Thanksgiving,’ Rhoades said 
“Tt was the most meaningful 
Thanksgiving I’ve ever had. 1 
truly understand what it is like 
to be grateful and to have a 
grateful heart 

“po think that you’re alive 
because someone else died is a 
real humbling feeling.”’ 

Rhoades doesn’t look upon his 
ordeal as a test but rather a 
case of his past catching up with 
him 

“| did something that set 
something in motion,” Rhoades 
said. “I’m not one to say I'm a 
victim. We’ve been given some 
control over our lives and we 
need to take responsibility for 
our actions.” 

In 1972, a few years after get- 
ting “clean,” Rhoades went: to 
Vietnam, where he worked with 
drug-addicted soldiers in a detox 
center. 

Rhoades said he identified 
strongly with one of the patients 
but he didn’t have .much faith in 
the man’s recovery 

“] said, ‘Lord, this guy is 
hopeless,’ Rhoades "said. 
“Quick as that I héard God say, 
‘He’s not as bad as you were.’ It 
had a very sobering effect. I 
said I'd never say that about 
anyone ever again.” 

The soldier did beat his addic- 
tion and became a regular part 
of a Bible study group that 
Rhoades held at the. ce’ 

“He brought more 
that-.group than 
Rhoades said. 

“Tt’s proof that there’s nobody 
who's so bad off that they can’t 
be helped. If there’s one mes. 
sage I want Lo get to people it's 
that there’s always hope.”

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Thompson goes back to comedyjin, Junior’ 


Emma Thompson made her mark (and won an 
Academy. Award) in lavish British period pieces 
such as ‘‘Howards End’’.and ‘‘Remains of the 
Day,” and in film adaptations of Shakespeare with 
her husband, Kenneth Branagh. 

‘So what is she doing in a new Hollywood comedy 
with Arnold Schwarzenegger? 

“JT have always been completely fascinated by 
‘Arnold,’* she- says in a recent interview, jokingly 
describing the Hollywood megastar as, ‘‘sort 0: 
mythical beast.”’ 

The chance to juxtapose their polar-opposite 
sereen personas — tough-guy action hero meets 
intellectual, proper British woman — was too 
intriguing for Thompson pass up. 

“Junior” is the story of a cold, driven scientist 
with poor social skills (Schwarzenegger) who -is 
persuaded by his partner (Danny DeVito) to test a 
fertility drug on himself when the feds pull the 
plug on their experiments. 

The continual gags (picture Schwarzenegger in 
drag, or on an éating binge) are tempered with 
Jessons about sensitivity and parenthood learned 
over the course of the pregnancy. The Universal 
Pictures film was released in time for the Thanks- 
giving Day holiday and emerged in the top 10 at 
the box office 

Thompson plays the part of a pencil-chewing, 
absent-minded professor — a female Jerry Lewis 
— who unknowingly donates an egg to the project 
and winds up falling in love F 

Sipping cappuccino in a Manhattan hotel, gray- 
suede-booted feet up on the coffee table, Thompson 
says she signed on to ‘Junior’? because she was 
looking for a change and the script offered some- 
thing rare, especially for Hollywood: an interest- 
ing female role. 

“It was something I’d never seen before,” she 
says. “It was a work-obsessed scientist who was 
perfectly satisfied with her life. Nothing wrong 
with her life — very clumsy, so there’s wonderf 
opportunities fog slapstick —'and who becomes a 
sort of father figure. 

“T thought it'was great because it was original.” 

In addition, she says, the female character is not 
the guinea pig — for a change. “It's nice to see 
the woman maintaining her integrity all the way 
through and the man being fiddled about with.” 

“Junior’’ also gave Thompson, 35, a chance to 
return to her comedic roots. Although she’s 
appeared in such lighthearted fare as “Much Ado 
About Nothing” and ‘Peter’s Friends,” most of 
the attention and acclaim she’s received in recent 
years have been for her. dramatic roles. 

She won an Oscar in 1993 for her “Howards 
End” role as a free thinking woman who marries 
into money in Edwardian England, followed by 


two nominations last year.for ‘‘The Remains of the 
Day” and “In the Name of the Father.” 

“] really wanted to do_a comedy,” Thompson 
says. “It’s where I thought I’d always be work- 
ing.” : 

‘Thompson joined ‘‘Footlights,’”’ a theatrical 
troupe that launched many British comics, during 
her second year at Cambridge. She also did some 
stand-up, although she concentrated on monologues 
and revues. 

“Really what I wanted to be was Lily Tomlin,” 
she says, describing both Tomlin and her writing 
partner, Jane Wagner, as geniuses. She’s also a 
fan of Jennifer Saunders, writer and star of 
“Absolutely Fabulous,”’’ a British sitcom that’s 
developing a cult following on American cable 
television. - 

“I think laughter, what it produces inside you is 
very akin somehow to sex,”' she says. “‘It’s sort of 
a relaxant and it produces a feeling of tremendous 
well-being. And it doesn’t happen very often.” 

Thompson calls making her first mainstream 
Hollywood picture “‘a treat ... a visit to the land of 
Oz for 2% months, which I really énjoyed.” 

But she headed back to England — ‘‘my own 
milieu ... where I’m obviously most comfortable’’ 
— as soon as it was over to star with Jonathan 
Pryce in another independent film, -‘‘Carrington,”’ 
written by Christopher Hampton of “Dangerous 
Liaisons” fame. 

And rather than simply join the chorus of com- 
plaints about the dearth of good roles for women 
in movies, she wrote her own screenplay, an adap- 
tation of Jane Austen’s 1811 novel, “Sense and 
Sensibility.” Filming ‘begins next spring, with 
Hugh Grant as co-star and Ang Lee (“The Wed- 
ding Banquet”) directing. 2 

“I suppose, if anything, what I would have liked 
to have accomplished when I drop off the twig, 
which of course could be any moment now, is to 
have done some writing that was halfway decent,”’ 
Thompson says. “Because that’s the most difficult 
discipline.” 

‘While Hollywood pays lip service to the problem, 
she says, ‘“‘the fact is we’re going to have to do it 
ourselves. We have to write about our own expe? 
ences. We have to produce that material our- 
selyes.”” 

But won’t she miss acting? 

“J don’t think so, but then I don’t know until I 
give it up, do I?” she asks, a twinkle in her cobalt 
blue eyes. ‘“‘When I'll have to go cold turkey and 
think, ‘Why aren’t there any pictures of me up 
anywhere? Why aren’t I appearing somewhere?’ 
But maybe I think there comes a point where you 
get too old for all that.” y 5
